(A) States (Parts A do C). — The data here relate to 75 
towns with an estimated population of 12,155 thousands. 
Information about Assam, Bihar, Bombay, Madhya Pradesh 
and Madras could not be included. The total number of 
towns is 202 and their population is 25,187 thousands. Thus 
37% of the total number of towns representing 48% of the 
total population is covered. The numbers of births and 


deaths recorded in these towns were 7,180 and 3,758 
representing birth and death rates of 30-7 and 16-1 per 
thousand of population respectively. The table at the end 
gives the position by States. 

No town recorded a high death rate of 50 or over 
per thousand of population. 

(B) States (Part B). — The data here relate to 19 towns 
with an estimated population of 2,644 thousands. The total 
number of towns is 32 and their population is 3,830 thou- 
sands. Thus 59% of the total number of towns representing 
69% of the total population is covered. The numbers of 
births and deaths recorded in these towns were 1,519 and 
601 representing birth and death rates of 29 • 8 and 13-0 
per thousand of population respoctively. 

No town recorded a high death rate of 50 or over per 
thousand of population.
